Disaster, He Says.

BERLIN, June 4.—Dignified and up-

The Dawes report overshadowed ail 
other considerations in the cabinet’s 


“The only way out of threatening 
disaster is indicated by the Dawes re- 
Herr Marx said. ‘“ Therefore 
we carried on preparatory work for 
its fulfillment even in the most acute 
hours of the cabinet crisis. We ac- 
cepted the Dawes report as a basis of 
negotiations, and the first duty of the 
reichstag is to prepare a law for its 
fulfillment.” 

Scorns Cries of Reds. : 

Interrupted by forty-four vociferous 
éommunists yelling, “ You are selling 
the skins of German workers to. inter- 
national capitalists,” Herr Mark turned 
!to the comimunists and said:

“The Dawes report will be fulfilled 
if the other parties and the countries 
of the entente agree to recognize and 
accept it clearly without reservations,” 
he went on. “The report provides 
that Germany is to fulfill in. the meas- 
ure Of its capacity to pay, The report 
advises that full capacity of payment 
can only be reached if the economic 
unity of Germany is reéstablished. 

German Unity Necessary. 

“This unity in Germany is neces- 


rest yesterday morning. They marched 
to Carol square, where Gen. Averescu 
made an address denouncing Prime 
Minister Bratiano for his corrupt gov- 
ernment and demanding his resigna- 
tion. After listening to the address 
and entering their protest with the 
king, the peasants quietly dispersed. 

In the face of this demonstration. 
however, M. Bratiano’s position is 
greatly weakened. Opposition in the 
chamber daily grows stronger. The 
Roumanian legation in Vienna offi- 
cially denies reports from London that 
the Bratiano cabinet has fallen. 


British Debt Installment 


Comes in Cash This Time}' 


Washington, D. C., June 4.—{Spe- 
cial.]—Great Britain is to make a pay- 
ment of $69,000,000 in interest on her 
world war indebtedness to the United 
States on Jume 15. Under the agree- 
ment with Great Britain, that gov- 
ernment had the privilege of paying 
the installments of interest and prin- 
cipal in cash or Liberty bonds. Up 
to this time payments have been made 
in Liberty bonds, as the British gov- 
ernment has been able to buy certain 
issues at below par, but the next pay- 
ment will be in cash, as all Liberties 
now are above par.

The spectacles founi beside the 

body have been proved to be the 
property of Nathan F. Leopold Jr. He 
already has admitted they are his, but 
even should he deny in court, the state 
can prove they are his. 

Leopold and Loeb were familiar 

with every foot of the lonely tract 
where the body was found and knew 
their way in the dark through brush 
and swamp to the culvert under the 
railroad tracks into which Robert 
Franks’ unclothed body was shoved.

“'The German nation has often been 
disappointed, it has seen many prom- 
ises given to Germany that were 
never held. I appeal to the world not 
to disappoint us again, for only 
through an honest and reciprocal un- 
derstanding can the problems facing 
us be settled.” 

He ended his address by exhorting 
the reichstag and all Germans to 
“think of the country only and to do 
everything to save the Rhineland.” 

He was cheered by all parties of the 
house except the communists, whose} 
raucous cries were interspersed with 
communist women shrieking, “You 
are nothing but slave holders for the 
entente.”’

Mr. Olander, contending that the 
Rochester, N. ¥., report on the junior 


high schools gives their tru 
charges that report with the assertion 


‘| that groups of inferior and of superior 


ability are brought into prominence; 
the superior group carries a heavy 
schedule of studies and is encouraged 
to go on to the higher schools, while 
the other group is advised to take work 
in the industrial and household 
courses. ' 

Olander’s Point of Attack. 


“The redily sinister element in this 
arrangement is that children are led to 
believe that only persons of inferior ir- 
telligence perform industrial work,” 
Mr. Olander said. “The accusation 
of ‘inferiority’ is by this means di- 
rected against all persons as producers 
or workers in industry. That purpose 
not only is un-American, it is anti- 
American.” 

Mr. Olander declared it was impossi- 
ble for people to say how long they 
would keep their children in school or 
what occupation they wanted them to 
follow, as many persons were strus- 
gling along from year to year to give 
their children an education and would 
do 80 as long as the means held out. 
The labor spokesman said any sys 
tem that would ask or compel parents 
to say what a clild of 12 should do 
and how long he would stay in school 
was an effort to have that child con- 
tinue through life in the status in 
which his father lived.
